Obſer. firſt, that Chriſt is God Omniſcient ; he 
knoweth all things, and knowes how to make a ſe- 
paration of the good from the bad, thatcuer were 
from the beginning ofthe world to the cnd, and 
aſſigning them their due reward, which mcere 
man could not doe, Chriſt knowes his ſbeepe,tobs 19. 
27.He knowes whom hee bath choſen,Tohn 13.18.The 
foundation of God flandeth ſwre,and hath this ſeale, The 
Lord knoweth them that are bis,2 Tim.2.1 9.Not Ones 
ly in this life, or in a generall knowledge, whereby

Thus its plaine tm that forenamed place 
of tohn, The Father hath committed all iudgement to 
phe Soune, lobn 5.22.thatis,Hehath giuen him au- 
thority. to executei e, verſe 27, The Lord 
commeth with ten thouſand of bu Saints, to execute 
iwdgement pon «ll,Cyc.

The Vie is twofold : | 
' Firſt, it ſerues fos the ynſpeakable comfort and 


conſolation ofall the Ele, who ſhallappeare be- 
fore him to bee their ludge, who is their Sauiour, 
Redeemer, Mediator, and Intercefſour, ' God 
commenderh his loue towards vs, inthat, while 
wee were yet finners, Chriſt died for. vs 5- much 
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ſhall bee ſaued from wrath through him, For if 


when wee were cnemics, wee were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son; much more being re- 
conciled,we ſhal bz faued by his life, And not only 
ſo, but wee alſo ioy in God, through our Lord Ic- 
ſus Chriſt, by whom wee hauc now receiucd the 
attonement, Rom.5.8.9, 10,11. Oblcffed ioy, and 
ſweete conſolation! There is no condemnation to 
the godly, Rem 8.r. Nothing ſhall be laid to their 
charge, verſe 3 3.Itis God who iuſttfteth,who ſhall 
condemne? Ir is Chriſtthat died, yea rather that 
is riſen againe, who is at the right hand of God, 
who alſo maketh interceſſion for vs. Vho ſhall 
ſeparate vs from the loue of Chriſt > Iam perſwa- 

ded thatnothing ſhall bee able to ſeparate vs from 

the loue of God, which is in Chriſt Icſus our Lord,
